T he S tu d en ts H elped T h eir T eachers In 
Practical W ork. 
During the last century in America 
the medical education of a young stu­ 
dent was generally what he pic ked up 
by serving as an apprentice to somi 
noted practitioner, which combined the 
duties of a student with many menial 
affairs. 
He ground the powders, mixed the 
pills, rode with the doctor ou bis rounds, 
held the basin when the patient was 
bled, helped to adjust the piaster*, sew 
thu wounds and ruu with vials of medi­ 
cine from one end of town to the other. 
It was a white day when suc h a young 
man enjoyed the rare good fortune cf 
dissecting a half putrid arm. 
»So great 
indeed was the difficulty of obtaining 
anatomical subjects that the medical 
school of Harvard college made a single 
body do duty for a whole year. 
Under such circumstances the doc­ 
tor’s knowledge wus practical, and de­ 
rived from personal experience rath, r 
than from books. 
The advantages of 
study were sparingly enjoyed. 
Few 
pbysirians boasted of a library of 50 
volumes. 
His apprenticeship < nded, the student 
r-turned to h:s native town to assume 
the practice of medicine. At that period, 
with the exception of the minister and 
the judge, the doctor was the most im­ 
portant personage in his community. 
His geiTal face, bis engaging manners 
'th* sincerity with which lie inquired 
after the carpenter’s daughter and tbs 
interest which he took in the fam ily of 
the poorest laborer made him the fa­ 
vorite for miles around. He knew the 
names and personal history of the < cen 
pants of every house he passed. 
The 
farmer’s lads pulled off their hats to 
him and the girls dropped courtesies as 
he passed.

Change From Homo to Conslwntinople. 
Tho removal of tho imperial capital 
from Rome to Byzantium was one of 
the most decisive acts on record—a sig­ 
nal monument of foresight, genius and 
will. Madrid, St. Petersburg and Berlin 
aro also capital cities created by the act 
of a powerful ruler. 
But none of these 
foundations can compare in scale and in 
importance with tho tremendous task of 
moving the seat of empire 1,000 m iles 
to the eas1", from tho ci uter if Italy to 
the coast of Asia, from a Latin to a 
Greek city, from a pagan to a Christian 
population. 
The motives which impel* 
led Constantine to this momentous step 
wero doubtless complex Since the time 
of Trajan Rome ha/1 not been tho con* 
stant residence of the emperors, exempt 
of Antoninus P ius nor the regular scat of 
government. 
Smtv the timo of Diocle­ 
tian Rome had betn abandoned ns the 
official center of the empire. 
Many 
places east of ic ha»l been tiled, and Con­ 
stantine, w l’/ n ri solved on tho great 
change, seriously contemplated two, if 
not three, other sites. 
It had long been 
agreed tb*»t the Imperial seat must be 
transferred toward the east, and there 
was an instinctive sense that the valley 
of the Tiber was 110 longer safe from 
tho incessant onward march of the Teu­ 
tonic nations lit arms. 
The tendency was to get somewhere 
sor.tli of the Danube and w ithin reach 
of Asia Minor and the Euphrates. 
The 
greater chiefs? had all felt that the em ­ 
pire must be -coast, both politically and 
tpiritnally. 
By the fourth century it 
was clear that the empire must break 
with the rooted prejudices that sur­ 
rounded the senate of Rome and the 
gods of <he capitol. 
And Constantine,

agont of the great change— the change 
from fho ancient world to tho modern

That w hite races of mysterious origin 
and of an advanced grade of civilization 
exist in certain of the as yet unexplored 
plateaus of Africa has long been a mat­ 
ter of tradition among all those who 
have devoted their attention to the eth­ 
nographical and geographical science of 
the dark continent, and Rider Haggard 
and other English novelists have found 
in reports bearing upon the subject the 
theme oi many of their most popular 
stories. 
But no attention has been drawn as 
yet to the fact that in the interior of 
San Jago, the largest of tho Capo Verde 
islands, which nestle in the A tlantic 
off the most westerly point of northern 
Africa, there exists a strange people 
known by the name of the Cantatas, 
who for 800 years past have bet u abso­ 
lutely out off from all intercourse wi;h 
the outer world, and who are fair 
haired, light eomplexioued and blue 
eyed, whereas the remaining population 
of tlio Cape Verde island# consists of 
negroes and of Portuguese, 
w ho afe 
almost as swarthy and somber in colt r 
as full blooded Africans. 
Clear and sharp against the sky lina 
of San Jago the mountain of San An­ 
tonio towers aloft in u pinnacle to the 
height of some 8,000 feet. 
In form it 
conveys the impression of an ancient 
volcano, w ith its sharp slope on th« 
side toward the sea, hot on the inland 
side the declivity is broken byji sort of 
cup shaped interval, at the farther end 
of which there is the stump of what 
seems in tim es gone by to have consti­ 
tuted a second pt ak, of equal height to 
San Antonio, but which, through some 
great cataclysm of nature, has bevn 
broken off some 4,000 or 5,000 fee# 
above the common base. 
Strangely enough, the peak of San 
Autonio is accessible to clever moun­ 
taineers, whereas the si.-der mountain— 
that is to say, tiie broken off p* ak— is 
quite the reverse. From the point where 
it rises from the surrounding desert 
table land there is nothing i ut a ateep 
wall of volcanic rock, not 111» ri ly hun­ 
dreds but probably a couple of thou­ 
sand feet high. 
Indeed the only point 
trhtncc 
^cnld! ctct 
to the summit of the si tor mountain of 
San Autonio would be from the cupliko 
interval which divides the two, and 
mention of which has been mudt abo*e. 
This cup, however, is filled 
with 
water and is known by the name of ths 
Cantadas lake. 
It is a g n at sheet oV 
water of marvelous depth and clearness. 
Ou this farther end of tho lake, and 
iu the interior of this suffer mountain 
of San Antonio, dwells the mysterious 
white race known as the Cantadas. D is­ 
trustful, apparently, of the gaze of stran­ 
gers, these people of the mountain sel­ 
dom leave their habitations during day­ 
time, and ou tbo slightest alarm of 
visitors they seek the shelter of the rock. 
But by hiding ou the opposite cliffs un­ 
til evening and with the aid of glasses 
it is possible to get a good view of them 
when they begin at sunset to gather on 
tho grassy meadow which fronts the 
opening of the caves and extends down 
to tho water’s edge. 
Beautiful, fair haired, white skinnod 
giils, clad iu flowing white linen gur- 
mcnts, which scarcely conceal the sinu­ 
ous Lvaoty of perfect graco und form, 
come out to wash linen in the lake and 
to sport on the cool green grass. 
The 
men, too, are simply dressed iu much 
the same way, their white linen gar­ 
ments Icing admirably suited to the 
tropic climate. 
Many other signs of a 
high degree of civilization appear, and 
from certain points near tho sum m it of 
San Antonio it is possible, with the aid 
of strong glasses, to catch 
glim pses 
through fissures here aud there in tho 
wall of reek of the twin mountain, of 
sheep and cattle grazing, cf green field3 
and trees ami of white, fiat roofed houses 
running parallel with one another, all 
brilliantly lighted by the sun, ami there­ 
fore leading to the belief that the inte­ 
rior of this sister mountain of i>an Au­ 
tonio must be hollowed out into sotue 
valley, possibly the crater of nn extinct 
volcano, which, through some freak of 
nature, has been converted from barren 
basalt and lava into grassy aud fertile 
slopes. 
An intrepid (xplorer would not hate 
great difficulty iu reaching the Cantadas 
people. 
A ll that would be necessary 
would bo to ascend tho Sau Autonio 
peak, to descend on the other side until 
one reached the cliffs that overhang the 
Cantadas lake, to have oneself lowered 
by means of a rope to tho surface of the 
latter aud then to swim across the lake, 
which may bo anywhere from four to 
six miles in length. 
Certain scientists who have investi­ 
gated tho tradition aud rumors that ex­ 
ist about the Cantadas among the in­ 
habitants, African and Portuguese, of 
tho Cape Verde islands, are inclined to 
the 
belief that they are of Cornish 
origin. 
This theory is duo to the fact 
that what is stated to bo their tongue 
resembles the dialect of the natives of 
Cornwall more than any othc r known 
language.— New York Journal.

Change From Rom. a hi Consign ti nople. 
The removal of tho imperial capita} 
from Rome to Byzantium was one of 
the mosr decisive acts on record—a sig­ 
nal monument of foresight, genius and 
will. Madrid, St. Petersburg and Berlin 
are also capital cities created by the act 
of a powerful ruler. 
But none of these 
foundations can compare in scale aud in 
importance w ith the tremendous task of 
moving the seat of empire 1,000 miles 
to the east, from tho cauter af Italy to 
the coast of Asia, from a Eat in to a 
Greek city, from <* pagan lo a Christian 
population. 
The mn ti’, es which impel­ 
led Constantine to this momentoes step 
were doubtless complex Since the time 
of Trajan Rome hod not been the con­ 
stant residence of lim emperors, except 
of Antoninus Pius nor tho regular seat of 
government. 
Bine#' tho time of Diocle­ 
tian Rome had b m abandoned as the 
official center of the empire. 
Many 
places east of ic ho*I been ti bal, and Con­ 
stantine, Winn resolved on the great 
change, seriously contemplated two, if 
net three, tither sites. 
It had long L ea 
agreed that the Imperial seat must be 
transferred toward the cast, and there 
was an instinct ive sense that tho valley 
of the Tiber was no longer safe from 
tho incessant onward march of the Teu­ 
tonic nations in arms. 
The ri ndency w as to get somewhere 
south of the Danube and writhiu reach 
of Asia Minor and the Euphrates. 
The 
greater chiefs had all h it that th© em­ 
pire must be -roast, both political?/and 
spiritually. 
By the fourth century it 
was clear that the empire m ast break 
w ith the rooted prejudices that sur­ 
rounded the senate of Rome and the 
gods of 4tie capitol. 
Aud Constantine, 
the hah conscious and half convinced 
agent of the great change— tho change 
from fho ancient world to the modern

Barite m ight have 
added that Caesar became an oriental in 
order to give place to the Goth.

A MYSTERIOUS RACE. 


A SETTLEM ENT OF 
W H IT ES WHO 
HAVE LIVED 300 YEARS UNKNOWN. 


Cot Off From th e W orld In T heir Moun­ 
tain 
Horne — B eautiful, Fair 
Haired, 
W hite skinned Girls Clad In Snowy 
Linen G arm ents. 


That white races of mysterious origin 
and of an advanced grade of civilization 
exist in certain of the as yet unexplored 
plateaus of Africa has long been a m at­ 
ter of tradition among all those who 
have devoted their attention to the eth­ 
nographical and geographical science of 
the dark continent, and Rider Haggard 
aud other English novelists havo found 
in reports bearing upon the subject the 
theme et many of their most popular 
stories. 
But no attention has been drawn as 
yet to tho fact that in the interior of 
San Jago, the largest of tho Capo Verde 
islands, which nestle in the Atlantic 
off the most westerly point of nortliei ii 
Africa, there exists a strange people 
known by the name of the Cantalas, 
who for 800 years past have been abso­ 
lutely cut off from all intercourse wiih 
the outer world, and who are fair 
haired, light complexioned and blue 
eyed, whereas the remaining population 
of tho Cape Verde islands consists of 
negroes and of Portuguese, who aw* 
almost as swarthy and somber iu colt r 
as full blooded Africans. 
Clear aud sharp against the sky lins 
of San Jago the mountain of San An­ 
tonio towers aloft in a pinnacle to the 
height of some 8,000 feet. 
In form it 
conveys the impression of an ancient 
volcano, with its sharp slope on th* 
side toward the sea, but en the inland 
side the declivity is broken by^i sort of 
cup shaped interval, ut the farther end 
of which there is the stomp of what 
seems iu times gone by to have consti­ 
tuted a s**cond peak, of equal height to 
San Antonio, but which, through some 
great cataclysm of nature, has bom 
broken off some 4,000 or 5,000 in* 
above the common bas**. 
Strangely enough, the peak of San 
Antonio is accessible to clever moun­ 
taineers, whereas the sister mountain-— 
that is to say, the broken off p ak—is 
quite the r< versa From the print where 
it Tries from the surrounding des* rt 
table land there is nothing tu t a Ste* p 
wall of volcanic r*rk, not in* r* Iv hun­ 
dreds but probably a couple of thou­ 
sand feet high. 
Indeed the only point 
whence access could <ver ta* obtained 
to the summit of the stater mountain of 
San Antonio would ta1 from the cuplike 
iuterval which divides the two. and 
mention of which has been made above. 
This cup, however, is filled with 
water and is known by the name of th9 
Cantadas lake. 
It is a g n a t sheet of 
water of marvelous depth and clearness, 
On this farm er end of the* lake, aud 
in th*! interior of thin sister mountain 
of San Antonio, dwells th* mysterious 
white race known as the Can tad aa Dis- 
trustful, apparently, of the gaze of stran­ 
gers, these people of th* mountain sel­ 
dom leave their habitations during day- 
tini*’, and ou thy slightest alarm of 
visitors they seek the shelter of th*1 rook. 
But by hiding on the opposite cliffs un 
til evening and with tho aid of glas.-t s 
it is possible to get a go* ri view of th* rn 
when they ta gin at suns* t to gather cm 
tho grassy meadow which fronts the 
opeuing of the caves aud extends down 
to the water's edge. 
Beautiful, fair haired, w hite skinned 
girls, clad iu flowing white lim n gar­ 
ments, which scarcely conceal the sinu­ 
ous beauty of perfect grace ami form, 
come out to wash linen in tho lake and 
to sport on the cool grc* u grass. 
The 
men, too, are simply (Hissed in much 
th* sam way, their white linen gar­ 
ments Icing admirably suit* <1 to the 
tropic climate. 
Many other signs of a 
high <l< grey of civilization app* ar, and 
from c* rtain points m ar tho summit of 
Bun Antonio it is possible, with the aid 
of stri ng glasses, to catch 
glimpses 
through ti-sur* s bere aud there in the 
wall of reek of the twin mountain, of 
sheep and cattle grazing, of green fields 
aud trees anti of white, fiat roofed hon wa 
running parallel with one another, all 
brilliantly lighted by the san, and there­ 
for** leading to the belief that the Inte­ 
rior of this sister mountain of San An­ 
tonio must be hollowed out into some 
valley, possibly the crater of un extinct 
volcano, which, through some freak of 
uatur*, has b* en converted from bant u 
basalt aud lava into grassy and fertile 
slopes. 
An intrepid explorer would not have 
g n a t difficulty in reaching tho Can tad as 
people. 
Ail that would be necessary 
would bo to ascend tho Bun Antonio 
peak, to descend ou tin* other sui* until 
one reached the cliffs that overhang the 
Canted** Ink*', to have oneself lowered 
by means of a rope to the surface of the 
latter aud th* ii to swim across the lake, 
which may be anywhere from four to 
six m ilt> in length. 
Certain scientists who have investi­ 
gated tho tradition and rumors that ex­ 
ist about the Cautudu* among the in­ 
habitants, African ami Portuguese, of 
th*- Cape Verde islands, are inclined to 
the 
belief that they are of Cornish 
origin. This theory is due to the fact 
that what is stated to be their tongue 
resembles the dialect of the natives of 
Cornwall moi** :ban any cfh**" known 
language.—-New York Journal,
